Political life in Hohenzollern 
Germany was enlivened by the 
eccentricities”of a member of the 
Junker class from East Prussia, 
named Olpenburg - Januschau. 
When at a loss for an argument 
during debates in the Landtag, or 
Prussian Diet, this typical repre- 
sentative of his class used to fall 
back on the opinions of a witch 
in the village of which he was 
squire; and his political career 
was guided largely by this 
beldam’s advice, In his salad 
days, some twenty years ago, 
when as a politician he was com- 
paratively green, Mr. Eamon de 
Valera had an even simpler, if 
less romantic, formula, There was 
no available witch in his native 
Limerick ; so, whenever he desired 
to find out the political wishes of 
the Irish people, he just looked 
into his own heart (“an Irish. 
man’s heart is nothing but his 
imagination,’’ says Larry Doyle), 
and there he found the remedy 
for all our national ills. Then Mr. 
de Valera was in the political 
wilderness. The policy which he 
based on his own heart-searchings 
had been rejected by the people 
at two general elections, and his 
intuitive experiments had yielded 
calamitous results—including, in- 
cidentally, a bitter and costly, 
civil war. Now Mr, de Valera is 
Taojseach in an independent and 
neutral Eire, being the only Irish 
political leader ever to get a 
second chance. He has abandoned 
his old formula. When in doubt 
he no longer looks into his own 
heart, but reads the leading 
articles in the Irish Times. If 
that newspaper advocates a certain 
course, Mr. de Valera feels 
entirely satisfied that it is 
wrong, and promptly does 
the opposite. Evidently he is 
an assiduous student of our 
editorial columns, which, accord- 
ing to the report of his statement 
to the Ard Fheis of Fianna Fail 
on’ Wednesday, supply him “with 
a never-failing fund of subjects 
for his political speeches. We are 
duly flattered; but we wonder 
what the Ard Fheis delegates felt 
about this candid admission. Mr. 
de Valera’s latest formula may be 
unorthodox from the standpoint of 
t [high statesmanship ; but, at least, 
it saves constructive thinking. It 
also has its dangers. ‘The 
Taoiseach employed it at the 
recent general election when this 
newspaper pleaded with him to 
adopt the principle of a National 
Government. Signs on, as they 
say in the country. Mr. de 
Valera and his cat had a certain 
amount of fun out of it all; but 
Fianna Fail lost ten of its 
precious seats in Dail Eireann, 
and now is in a parliamentary 
minority. .Mr. de Valera, in his 
Mansion (House ‘speech, poured 
scorn on the editorial influence of 
this newspaper; yet, curiously 
enough, he devoted the bulk of his 
remarks to an attack upon its 
policy. Of course, consistency. 
which has been described as the 
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Dreám Days 
cs ne Oe dreaming ! the 


national point of view, one of the 
st t arguments against the 
Government’s language policy is 
the effect that it has on 
opinion in the North, Mr, 
de Valera -seems to  ignorelis 
that opinion, treating it with the 
contempt with which he -professes 
to treat the opinions of the Jrish 
Times. A latter-day Narcissus, he 
is transfixed by the glamour of 
his own ideas; but the Ireland of 
to-day, far less the Ireland of 
to-morrow, cannot afférd such 
psychological luxuries. There will 
be little room for dreaming in the 
new world.

Yet another world remains to be 
conquered by the woman in search 
of a career, if the word of Dr.

A 
connection of some sort there must 
be; or the antiseptic world of the 
teaching hospital would seem to 
be as contaminated as the fabulous 
college of the American screen. If 
ability in a ball game were, 
per se, the criterion of fitness 
for a place as student in'a 
hospital, then we soon should have 
every wing three-quarter a Doctor 
of Medicine; and a Fellowship of 
the Royal College of Surgeons 
would be presented automatically, 
with the large silver trophy, to 
the captain of the winning team 
in the Hospitals’ Championship. 
The doctor, of course, knows best. 
No doubt, he is convinced that 
football, in whatever way, maketh 
physician; and Dr. ‘Evans, in 
whose tone one may detect a doubt 
of the rightness of this theory, 
is no better than a heretic. The 
only course for the feminist is to 
urge upon all women ‘medical 
students the necessity of taking 
up the ungentle art of Rugby foot- 
ball. Soon, we may hope to see 
them trip forth with girlish 
laughter from their theoretical 
study of anatomy in the lecture 
room, and. hurl themselves with 
energy into the study of its 
practical applications in the front 
row of the scrum.

A Memoir of Keats 


The poet and Chapman once 
entered a fine old granite pub 
in the South of England and 
got down to some rea ly — 
drinking. Keats was in a quer ulous 
mood and it .was not long till 
he got into an acrimonious conversa- 
tion on politics with mine host.

REFUGEES' LIABILITY 
TO INCOME TAX 


Are refugees who come to this 
country to avoid the physical and 
mental hardships oí war liable to 
income tax? ‘Lhe question has been 
discussed in the Courts recently and 
has aroused interest outside legal 
circles, following the imprisonment 
of a woman reiugee from a foreign 
country for non-payment of tax, 
Apparently the income tax law 
knows only one exception, and al 
persons resident in a country, dut- 
side members of the Consular and 
Diplomatic Services, are liable to its 
provisions under one schedule or 
another. In other wordsg every 
resident in a country in the legal 
sense, is liable to income tax no 
matter what nationality he or she 
carries. 

Residence is the basis of liability, 
and although sometimes it is difficult 
to define clearly, the authorities 
interpret it very strictly. Generally, 
however, anyone spending six months 
in the. financial year in a country is 
treated as being resident, unless 
there is solid reason showing that it 
is not meant to be permanent. The

Yo counter the American bombers
